3. WHEAT. 


The area sown with wheat for 1936-37, according to returns of wheatgrowers was 
4,320,200 acres, including 4,115,400 acres for grain. The final forecast of the Director of 
Marketing (based on conditions at roth November, 1936) was that the crop for grain in 1936-37 
would be 45,500,000 bushels. On 13th February, 1937, the quantity of wheat grain stored 
in Government silos and on railway premises was 26,409,000 bushels. Of this quantity, 6,889,000 
bushels were on sites in the Metropolitan Area.

This average is represented by 100 each month 
Seasonal fluctuations have thus been eliminated. Casual fluctuations in monthly inde 
numbers have been smoothed out by taking a three months’ moving average, that is, the inde 
shown above for each month is the average of the actual index of that month and the precedin 
two months. It may be compared vertically or horizontally. 

The index is adjusted to eliminate the effects of Treasury Bill and other specia 
transactions on behalf of Governments and the effects of bank amalgamations. No adjustmen 
has been made for normal growth or change of price levels. The amounts of clearings show 
are the recorded totals less Treasury Bill transactions only.

The indexes have been adjusted to allow for an estimated increase of 1-2 per cent. per 
annum in the number of persons dependent on employment, but no adjustment is made for 
seasonal variation. At the Census, 15,142 persons dependent on employment returned themselves 
as unemployed by reason of illness, accident, etc., or ‘‘ voluntarily.’’ This number, representing 
1-8 per cent. of all persons dependent on employment, is excluded from the above indexes, which 
relate to percentages of available wage earners employed and unemployed. 

The approximate number of persons in private employment was 478,000 in June, 1933, 
519,000 in June, 1934, 567,000 in June, 1935, 614,000 in June, 1936, and 633,000 in January, 1937.

The aggregate index is the average for the 
whole of the shares included in the groups with the addition of 24 miscellaneous shares. There 
is no base pericd as the index represents the ratio of the average prices of ordinary shares to 


their par values; adjustment being made where capital is written off or bonus shares issued.
